Tito searcu lasied about 
three hours. There were found with them a num- 
ber of articles they could not, possibly, have 
known the use of, such, for instance, as theodo- 
lites and hydrometers, which were, no'^doubt 
plundered from spina unfi 
fallen in their way. 

1 must here remark that Mr. Horn and Mr, 
Cough rendered very eflicie.ut service to the expe- 
dition in rescuing plundered property from the 
marauders. After the search had hecn com- 
pleted, the Indians who were found in the posses- 
sion of stolen property were retained on board, 
whilst the others got back their firearms ami went 
rejoicing at our mercy when we 
had them so completely in our power. 

SO ended the battle of Cape Mil tig e and the ex- 
pedition against the Indians. Four Indians were 
killed outright and several mortally wounded. 

I cannot, in justice, close this narrative ot our 
expedition without referring in an especial manner 
to the admirable discipline oil hoard the Forward 
durirg the action. Men were called to arm, and 
in a moment thev were at their posts. Cannon 
were loaded, brought into position, and fired with 
an alacrity that perfectly astonished me, 

Capt. Uobson has done a service to this Colony 
that will not soon lie forgotten, in fact he has saved 
US from future nets of robbery by those Northern 
savages. We seethe evil effects of pampering 
these savages in the recent war with the New 
Zenlanders, which has caused the country an im- 
mense amount of money and lives likewise.

'.The Battle of Cape Mudge.

Editor 'iliiiTisn Colonist.— I herewith send 
you a brief narrative of some stirring events that j n 
have happened up here lately. On Thursday, the | Watson, bd Trol 
Dlh inst., about the hour of 8 A. K., band of %% ,*; < J ,t Vr.'.l I op.-^ V 
Hydah and Skcdigate Indiam, — .-.bout .'JO canoes 
in all— paid me a piratical visit, breaking open 
my store-house, robbing it of a quantity of /lour, 
turnips, a Bug, and several other articles. II. 
.Samson, one of my neighbors, hearing a noise at 
the bc.ieh, was attracted hither and came upon 
them in the very act of carrying away the pro- 
perty. So bold and impudent have the Indians 
become of fate that they actually threatened to j ( 
shoot film if he did not leave. I need not tell you 
how alarmed the settlers became at such a bold 
act of piracy, committed In open day. 

A hasty meeting of such settlers as were con- 
veniently at hand was held, and it was resolved to 
•" acquaint his Excellency the Governor, of what had 
occurred. I found a settler of the name of Louis 
going to Victoria and sent the requisite im forma- 
tion by him, almost despairing, however, of seeing 
any action taken in the matter. 

About eight days after the robbery had hern [ l 
committed, Her Majesty's gunboat Forward hove I ,,.JJ'j' ( " "i.li'i.-',,^! 
in view to our grc it gratification The Forward j Hosiers, run out., 
anchored olf Salt Spring Island that night, and j y^.'^.', ", 
proceeded to Kpnafmo early the following morn- 
ing. We traveled all night on a canoe 10 get 
ahead of the gunboat, go as to find out about the j 
marauders before the gunboat arrived. However, i 
owing lo head winds and adverse tides she over- 
took us a few miles from Nanaimo. On arriving 
at Nanaimo, I waited on Captain Fr.mklyu and I 
gave Information Of the facts already related with I 
reference to the robbery. We were disappointed, | 
however, in finding that the "birds had flown." j 
They had left some two or three days before our 
arrival. After a consultation on the subject, j 
Capt. Franklyti requested the assistance of Capt. 
Kohson of the Forward ill capturing ihe marau- 
der*. It was decided that on the same evening. . 
at 11 p. m.i the gunboat should go in pursuit of 
the depredator'.. The expedition consisted nf 
Mr. Franklin, Mr. Nieo!, Mr. Horn, Agent of the ' 
H. B. Company, Mr. Hough, constable, Mr. Sam- 
son (one of my neighbors), myself, and tho 
Commander, officers and crew of the gunboat j 
Forward. 

Friday morning', the 17th inst., found us steam- 
ing up the Gulf of Georgia, taking a particular 
elQlh namiich of the shore ,-is we went along ; but 
it was not until lute in thtl , ft. Timon that we dis- 
covered the robbers snugly ensconced in a nice

The remainder ot 
the prisoners are kept closely confined. It 
has not yet been decided what will be done 
with them. With regard to the seizure and 
stripping of the schooner Laurel by Iho 
Skedigalos, a day or two after their leaving 
here, " Capt. Jefferson" says lhat the 
men in charge had sold his people several 
kegs of what was represented lo be pure 
whisky; but on examination it turned out to 
be diluted with salt water. Two or three 
of the canoes followed the schooner, boarded 
her, compelled the men lo return the money, 
and then stripped her of everything of value. 
Thb goods seized are at the station-house. 

Arrival ok the Caledonia. — The 
sleamer Caledonia, Capt. Frain, arrived from 
Fraserlliverlastevetiirig.it seven o'clock. 
She brought only one ot two passengers,und 
a small amount of gold; The murderers of 
Mr. Price suffered the extreme penally of 
the law at Cayoosh on Thursday last. The 
news from Cayoosh is said to bo encourag- 
ing. A quantity of ice from Port Douglas 
was brought by Ibis arrival. 

Another Sope. — Rust, the machinery 
thief, was yesteiday caught by jailor Welch 
while manufacturing another rope from 
strips of blankets in his cell. It was lafcen 
from htm. It is not known whether it was 
lo be tho instrument with which the thief 
was about to hang himself, or whether lie 
purposed scaling the fence with its aid; 
most probably the latter.
